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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the applicant's amendment received 07 May 2009. 
Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 07 May 2009 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
7,21 1 ,101 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claims 1 and 17 recite "at least one first primary tine" 
and "at least one second primary tine." Claims 4, 7, and 9 recite "the first primary tine" 
and/or "the second primary tine." These limitations are confusing in that it is unclear as 
to whether or not the applicant regards more than one first primary tine and more than 
one second primary tine as part of the invention. Claim 18 recites "wherein at least one 
of said first and second primary tines" and claim 19 recites "wherein at least one of said 
primary tines." It is unclear as to whether this includes at least one of the at least one 
first primary tine and at least one of the second primary tine, or at least one of the first 
and second primary tines combined. Claims 20-23 recite "the primary tines" and "the 
primary tine." It is unclear as to whether this limitation includes either all of the first and 
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second primary tines combined, or simply all of the first primary tines or all of the 
second primary tines. It is required the applicant make the language of the independent 
and dependent claims consistent such that it the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as the invention is clear. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-23 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. The 
following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: The 
prior art fails to disclose or suggest, in combination with other limitations in the claims, a 
generally annular-shaped body defining a plane comprising alternating first curved 
regions defining an inner periphery of the body and a second curved regions defining an 
outer periphery of the body, at least one primary tine extending from a first curved 
region, and at least a second primary tine extending from another first curved region, 
wherein the first and second primary tines are deflectable out of the plane when the 
body is moved towards the transverse configuration, are substantially parallel to each 
other, and are offset and substantially parallel to an axis of symmetry of the looped 
element from which they extend.
